Not often now take 
young woman who has native ability 
speech and mathematics and make nurse 
Latin teacher out her, the lover 
home economics and try make her 
specialist dramatics philosophy. 
realize that when this does happen 
waste, pure and simple, and that ever 
economy should practiced, ought 
God’s service, where, with the ever 
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present shortage help, every move 
should count with maximum advantage. 
Enthusiasm and happiness are good ball 
bearings; they make for efficiency. 


Place Teachers Early

Plan for the Students 


Modern placement procedures save the 
time and energy not only the teachers 
but also the pupils, inducting the lat- 
ter into courses from which they can get 
maximum profit. Great progress has been 
made, true, fitting the curriculum 
the needs the student, but this mat- 
ter must the subject eternal vigilance. 
Individual aptitudes and abilities can 
ascertained means tests and interest 
inventories and previous achievement rec- 
ords. These must study carefully before 
helping students plan their courses. And 
those who are administrators and 
advisers might well ask ourselves 
when label course “easy” and 
hence suitable those low mental ca- 
pacity, whether have ever taken that 
course, and whether think easy be- 
cause took after having built 
educational background that would make 
anything seem easy even were intrin- 
sically difficult. 


Use Visual 


Slower pupils are especially helped 
visual aids, but profit them. Prob- 
ably one will deny that the most valu- 
able all are the motion pictures. 45- 
minute film science often more 
beneficial than week’s instruction without 
it. The same true business, social 
studies, and literature. fact there 
scholastic area which the motion 
picture may not help.

The enlightened Catholic must face 
the fact that almost the only good Catholic 
art today the art museums, the 
product ages long before ours. Conse- 
quently, use reproductions medieval 
and other good works the past together 
with careful selection reproductions 
modern creations the only wise course 
open teachers. And this far cry 
from the “art” involved many the 
visual aids the instruction class pho- 
tographic, overexcited, best 
and lacking reverent tone. 

Illustrations books, pictures for study- 
ing mounting, cards and statues given 
prizes all should subjected strict 
scrutiny. box supply used 
Christmas cards for the vacation schools 
not serve the soul the taste 
Christian child. 


Dramatization Useful

the gridiron, St. Cecilia and the organ, St. 
Sebastian, St. Agnes, and many others, 
with the recital our Lady’s giving the 
Rosary St. Dominic the scapular 
St. Simon Stock. The historical facts 
these and most the popular legends are 
farther from her hand than the nearest 
copies the Catholic Encyclopedia. 

Least all, should teacher di- 
ocesan Confraternity office purchase visual 
aids produced with such lack enlighten- 
ment series posters which has one 
card showing Christ bestowing the Keys 
St. Peter and the next one, uniform 
size and treatment, showing St. Hubert 
accosting the forest the stag with 
cross between its antlers St. Eustace, 
for that matter, any the saints 
whom that myth attributed. What 
thus done the Faith child poorly 
grounded religion not difficult con- 
jecture. 


Stories the Saints 


Stories saints recent times whose 
biographies are known with certainty are, 
obviously, safer material for reading re- 
lating these children. posters, sym- 
bols, and decorations, they can 
definite help not only creating at- 
mosphere place instruction, but also 
reinforcing religious teaching. This 
the case, however, only when the material 
solid content and correct design, 
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aids which are being produced students 
the liturgical movement. 


The Sacraments

The Failure Intellectualism

obviously not numerous. the other hand what leadership 
exists concerned with material welfare seeking more and more 
concerned with quantity rather than quality; greedy for more 
everything and anything. spiritually negative, not 
spiritually dead. 


The Intelligentsia 

The amazing vitality and spread enslaving and brutal 
with human life expendable for imperialistic schemes 
many incomprehensive though obviously the product 
cunning, trained, diabolic leadership. Man our fellow men 
women have intelligence enough see through that, 
but the hordes increase. And behold among free 
the educational our best young men from 
what are reputed our very best colleges and universities 
even the conservative East followers such cause, 
even the betrayal their country which still free and car- 
ties the hope mankind.

Compounding Our Difficulties 

These conditions existed other ages, but these are com- 
pounded ours our extraordinary technological advances. 
Comforts and conveniences have taken supreme values that 
were formerly held sacrificing service, hardships, and struggle. 
have lost the soul among the multiplication its trappings. 
look out the physical world instead the spiritual 
world. Our preoccupation with things and things are the 
saddle. feel that man thinketh his heart. 


Not Merely Minds 

The result the intellectual activity schools should be, let 
say enable person use his mind discovering truth, 
rejecting error, and joining truth with imagination create 
the vision without which people perish. For intellects exist 
nowhere entities; these are always phase man’s mental 
spiritual activity. the artificial atmosphere schools 
forget the desperately human problem education, and give 
formal training processes called intellectual. Our recent history 
does not permit have faith the intellectuals nor 
impressed their pronunciamentos. World War was the 
intellectuals’ Manifesto that attempted justify the case the 
Kaiser. One observes that this was manifesto self-syled 
intellectuals men who did not have that humility which the 
scholar feels discovers even iota new truth. The 
professors Germany were too willing there were fortunately 
who were the apologists the Nazi idiocy 
ideology, you choose. Russia today scholarship know 
has disappeared, there not truth but the Communist line, 
and objectively see the most unashamed and blatant distor- 
tion, falsification, perversion so-called professional men. have 
seen myself material have written appears Soviet 
magazines. These are all men who have had what called intel- 
lectual training and their success some time the past secured 
the acclaim men. Obviously intellectual training not enough. 
The French have phrase which all nations use. “La trahison 
des clercs” the treason the intellectuals. their failure 
assert genuine spiritual values, that the life more than the 
meat and the body than raiment, that man cannot live bread 
alone, but every word that proceedeth out the mouth 
God, that there wealth but life, and that man more than 
sheep. 


Perverted Intellectual Training 

Once more intellectual training such not enough. 
some other intellectual training needed? The men who are de- 
stroying the foundations our civilization and its superstructure 
will have intellectual training, they can analyze train 
thought, they have cunning, subtlety, and cleverness, they know 
what the changing word the dropping punctuation 
mark will do. They have essential training thought and 
language. But the simple thing about them they are not free. 
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The intellectual processes are organized assembly line 
automobile factory. performs its function meticulously. 
hardly ever misses. The design imposed the designer. Its 
steps are taken the order the assembly line. The result 
the same ail according plan. 

What need new designer and the creative atmosphere 
the old apprenticeship and the old guild with its artistic 
Meisterstuck. need see anew the Providence God. 
need the social order new Zeitgeist. need the indi- 
vidual life faith all the things mean God and Provi- 
dence and the spirit, spirituality, morality, and genuine 
humanity. The world lacks meaning, design, purpose. need 
Carlyle’s terrible language doubt with his more 
encouraging word faith accentuating the positive: 


The Universe not dead and demoniacal, char- 
nel house for specters but Godlike and Father’s.

Ever since the Supreme Court the Ever- 
son case gave rather slapdash account 
the legislative history the First Amendment 
the need has been felt investigate more 
accurately the facts and the ideas that led 
the formulation the famous ambiguity, 
“Congress shall make law respecting 
establishment religion.”

Butts makes strong case. disproves

support from Jefferson and Madison. 
Moreover, proves that impressive tra- 
dition lies behind the Everson and McCollum 
There doubt that the doctrine 
aid religious schools and religion 
public schools has been widely considered 
implementation the “no establish- 
ment” principle. 


Governmental Co-operation 


the other hand, the author clearly goes 
too far maintaining that there Ameri- 
can tradition governmental co-operation 
with religion, and that instances seemingly 
the contrary are merely “exceptions” the 
single tradition, which “complete separa- 
tion.” Lynford Lardner more exact when 
gives “an obvious conclusion” from 
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history this statement: “The American prin- 
ciple separation does not prohibit all forms 
governmental aid religion, but rather 
contains distinction between permissible and 
prohibitable aid” (The American Political Sci- 
ence Review, March, 1951, 127). Butts at- 
tempts make History unambiguous. Such 
attempts must always fail. The fact that 
history always ambiguous; and Protestant 
America particular has written brilliant 
historical record ambiguity. doing 
has given certain appeal to, and prepared 
the triumph of, the entirely unambiguous 
ideas Jefferson and Madison. 

The fundamental ambiguity, course, rises 
from the desire maintain the one hand 
“this Christian nation,” and the other 
hand that the State, which the political 
form the nation, has duties toward 
Christianity beyond keeping “hands off.” The 
corresponding ambiguity the educational 
field the desire maintain the one 
hand, that the public school the school 
good citizenship, and that extent least 
school goodness, but that, the other 
hand, the public school can have nothing 
with the religious roots necessary the 
flower goodness. that would foster. 


The Religion Democracy 


The result was foreseeable. state al- 
ways and ineluctably the symbol and vehicle 
Therefore into the vacuum created the 
above-stated ambiguities faith has moved 
and also ideal goodness; but not 
the Christian faith nor Christian ideal. The 
effect that the rise the religion democ- 
racy will have political democracy still 
remains seen. But old Justice Story 
put the problem well 1833: “It yet remains 
problem solved human affairs, 
whether any free government can perma- 
nent, where the public worship God, and 
the support religion, constitute part 
the policy duty the state any assign- 
able shape. The future experience Chris- 
tendom, and chiefly the American states, 
must settle this problem, yet new the 
history the world, abundant, has 
been, experiments the theory gov- 
ernment” (Commentaries the Constitution 
the United States, sect. 1869). The 
present status the American experiment 
offers decisive grounds for reassurance.

Tyrannical Majorities 


There are several respects which Butts’ 
argument can criticized. First, though 
handles the facts history with honesty, 
fails reproduce, speak, its color. 
makes the history drab the Deism that 
launched it; leaves out the colorful ele- 


ments that carried out the history its pres- 
ent drearily baffling conclusion. There were two 
such elements: color: first, the scrabbling 
sectarianism the left wing the Reforma- 
tion that found its home our shores, and 
second, monolithic Protestant hostility 
Catholicism. Against the background these 
two irrationalities the historical success the 
movement originally inspired Deist prin- 
ciple and presently sustained secularist 
idealism inevitably must appear rational. 
This the real strength behind Butts’ case. 

Secondly, Butts fails make clear that the 
historical decisions about government’s rela- 
tion religious education, which found their 
climax the McCollum opinion, were not 
made “the American people” such, but 
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one those “determined majorities” 
whose tyrannical potentialities Madison wa; 
more fearful than was the power 
government. The decision that the free exer. 
cise religion was not inhibited 
government was indeed decision which 
Americans concurred and still concur. this

Thirdly, very little can done until 
the level understanding and friendship be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants has risen con- 
siderably above its present rather abysmally 
low mark. this growth understand- 
ing, and not some increase “power,” 
that the hope lies.

There are various methods attacking 
word problems. These methods range from 
complete wherein all left the 
ingenuity the student the memorization 
few type problems models the 
more common varieties. The former method 
amounts series puzzles which have very 
little educative value. The latter system pays 
token homage the class, for most them 
can brought stage where, problem 
carefully chosen one the afore- 
memorized types, the students can solve 
successfully. This method, however, does not 
provide general weapon attack foster 
independent thought. 


Systematic Attack 


The following paragraphs will outline 
systematic method attack upon word prob- 
lems which seems teachable procedure 
that can bring word problems within the power 
the entire class and yet general enough 
avoid the danger mechanical memorization. 
During more than five years application 


classes first year algebra this method 


produced very gratifying results. 

First, let limit the problem. The in- 
trinsic difficulty the word problem lies 
obtaining from the verbal statement alge- 
braic equation, the solution which seldom 
matter difficulty. fact, compared 
the equations handled the unit devoted 
specifically them, those obtained from word 
problems are generally quite brief and simple. 
Hence our method attack word problems 
simply translate the words into 
algebraic equation.

With this underlying theme, the proposed 
method consists the following three points, 
each which will discussed and imple- 
mented with precise directives:

Translate these quantities into alge- 
braic expressions, thus forming Eng- 
lish-algebra vocabulary. 

Literally translate the unused sen- 
tence the problem into equation 
means the previously listed vocabulary. 

Step List the quantities sought the 
problem. reading the average word prob- 
lem, especially when new this form 
frustration, the students usually reach the 
final period completely confused. They seem 
think that they should understand the prob- 
lem completely upon this first rapid reading. 
will boost their morale considerably 
informed that the end the first reading 
there really very little they should able 
state about the problem; that, fact, 
the end his first reading the teacher himself 
has more they about the prob- 
lem, the particular method solution, the 
equation, the answer. 


Just Translation 


The present method assures the students that 
all that expected them after this initial 
reading something they all are able 
list (in English, not algebra) the questions 
asked the problem, the quantities being 
sought. the following examples:

When was asked the principal our 
high school present English program 
sometime April, thoughts and hopes 
turned the literary selections which had 
met that year our survey English 
literature.

The circumstances individual situation 
and the ingenuity the librarian and his 
assistants are the ingredients successful 
exhibit program. 

Ingenuity can easily make the difference 
between space filler and really vital ex- 
hibit. One high school librarian through 
member the teaching staff arranged 
exhibit for Lent some the personal 
books the famous Thomas Merton. This 
teacher had attended St. Bonaventure Col- 
lege, the place which Merton was pro- 
fessor English before went the 
Trappists. Prior leaving, Merton gave away 
various personal belongings his acquain- 
tances. this teacher had given 
standard, desk-size dictionary with the name 
Thomas Merton inscribed it. The librarian 
asked the teacher use his good offices with 
the library St. Bonaventure College 
borrow more exhibit material. 

short time later rather large, card- 
board box arrived filled with snapshots, books 
won prizes Merton his student days, 
some other books from his personal library, 
and various pieces related material. Within 
the next day two all the items were ar- 
ranged the exhibit cases. 

The interest aroused the was 
very satisfying. Many the students had 
already read Merton’s best selling autobiog- 
raphy, Seven Storey Mountain, and, 
course, viewed the exhibit with new apprecia- 


tion. Part the display was special 


terest the school’s athletes. Among the 
items was special issue the students’ 
magazine St. Bonaventure College. One 
the articles was the excerpts from Seven 
Storey Mountain which pertained that 
school. one these Merton told about the 
football players who were students his 
classes. The athletes read this with special 
concern, and many them made reservations 
for one the library’s copies the book. 

The students’ interest was much wider 
and much stronger character than these few 
details indicate. The editor the school 
newspaper placed story about the exhibit 
the front page the next edition. For 
the next few days there was almost con- 
stant stream visitors the library. 


The teachers, course, were very much 
interested.

For these diagnostic tests the pupils should 
not put under time pressure; but each 
pupil should directed hand his paper 
soon finished. When most have handed 
their papers, the teacher should pass the 
desks those not finished, and they lack 
but little completing, they should 
allowed finish. little done that 
plain there some trouble somewhere, 
these papers should collected when all 
other papers are in. Where only five examples 
are given after each instruction period, these 
can written the board with good-sized 
figures, and pupils can copy the examples 
before solving. The ten-example diagnostic 
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tests can given this way also, such 
fraction examples contain few figures copy; 
the teacher can have sets mimeographed 
with spaces left the paper between the 
examples where the pupil will put his work, 
and enough extra space left this case for 
the reworking the example case 
incorrect. This makes checking little easier 
for the teacher-as the work and answers are 
all the same place the paper and the 
checking sheet can made fit; but with 
these few examples and key set for the 
answers the work checking not long 
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difficult. Preparing mimeographed sheets also 
takes time. 

After the teacher’s own diagnostic tests, 
outlined above, might well give 
standardized test with norms accomplish- 
ment. The results these will give confidence 
the pupil well the teacher. There 
should course also both practice and 
testing with all these concepts applied 
problems. Such problems should taken 
from practical situations the home, school, 
store, shop, etc., from the life experiences 
the pupils, the teacher, and the parents.

The first part Dr. Brayfield discussion 
several prevalent definitions. includes Pepin- 
sky’s which defines clinical counseling as: 

“(a) the diagnosing and treatment minor 
(nonembedded) functional 
(nonorganic) maladjustments, and rela- 
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tionship, primarily individual and face face, 
between counselor and client.” 

Other definitions included and discussed are 
psychological counseling 
counseling. addition, this six-page first part 
discusses the diplomas counseling and guidance, 
one the three issued the American Psy- 
chological Association. 

The other five parts contain articles 
variety authors including some the best 
known names counseling 
Rogers, Strong, Williamson, Darley, Paterson, and 
Hunt. The editor has intentionally included 
large number research items. Knowledge 
research techniques the field vital both 
practitioner and students. 

This valuable reference which should 
every elementary secondary school with 
counseling program.

School Planned for Parish Needs 


The newly constructed St. Virgil’s School 
Morris Plains, J., demonstrates 
purpose school planning which provides use 
some facilities for community affairs with- 
out infringing regular school needs. These 
special facilities include cafeteria with ad- 
joining kitchen which can serve 250 
time, together with auditorium-gymnasium 
having seating capacity 600, and large 
stage. 

This functional building exemplifies the 
attractive but economical effects that can 
obtained use unfinished brick tiles for 
walls and using standard-size construction 
material throughout. Natural finish, glazed 
brick walls eliminated furring, lath, plaster, 
and three coats paint, thus helping hold 
building costs down $265,600. 

Designed Neil Convery, 
Newark, J., architect who ‘specializes 
parochial school design, the one-story base- 
mentless building stands level 3-acre 
property with plenty room for future ex- 
pansion. located next the rectory with 
the church the opposite side. Rev. John 
Tracey the pastor. 

Lighter construction methods and elimina- 
tion heavy foundation pilings also helped 
reduce expenses. Since the ground was 
good condition, there was excavation prob- 
lem. Ordinary concrete footings were placed 
below the frost line. Walls are face brick 
backed with cinder block. 

The low architectural lines are attractively 
emphasized limestone trimming, the 
overhanging cornice the roof, and the 
fenestration design. bank three broad 
windows forming the exterior wall each 
classroom gives integrated pattern the

facade. Separate entrance doors for each 
the six classrooms the street side, spaced 
regular intervals along the length the 
building, break the window lines. Windows 
which compose the lower portion the out- 
side wall each classroom are architecturally 
projected steel sash windows. Above them are 
large glass panels double directional prism 
glass blocks. Exterior finish the building 
iron-spot face brick tan color. 

There are classrooms, principal’s office, 
nurses’ room, and teachers’ Each class- 
room and half feet, with 12-ft. 
ceiling; each has recessed rear wardrobe space 
running the entire width the room and 
concealed folding doors. Each equipped 
with individual teacher’s cabinet. Ceilings

characterizes the floor plan. The auditorium- 
gymnasium, for both school and community 
gatherings, set apart from the classrooms 
corner the building adjacent the 
lobby. Also this area are locker and shower 
rooms and lavatories which may used 
the children and adults who come for 
social gatherings. narrow passageway con- 
nects the auditorium with the cafeteria-kitchen 
which set for parish well school use. 

Classroom windows face east and west, 
that they receive some sunlight during the 
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Floor Plans St. Virgil’s School. 
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day. The kindergarten, occupying its own 
separate corner, has its individual entrance 
and lavatory. Walls corridors, cafeteria, 
and auditorium are glazed brick tile. In- 
terior classroom walls are lath plastered. 

The 5-ply flat roof constructed pre- 
assembled steel bar joints and ver- 
miculite insulating concrete placed metal 
lath smoothed off receive the material. 
The ceiling was then applied the underside 
the metal bar joists, giving ventilating 
section between ceiling and roof and eliminat- 
ing necessity furred down ceiling except 
the corridors. Roof construction the 
steel roof trusses steel pulins 
and plank roof which exposed 
the underside. 

Basic floor throughout concrete slab. 
The corridor surfacing terrazzo; the audi- 
has maple flooring; and floors the 
rest the building are covered with asphalt 
tile. 

Heating hot water forced through radiant 
heat coils embedded the concrete. Excep- 
tion the auditorium-gymnasium which has 
its own heating and ventilating units. All 
classrooms are mechanically ventilated 
means exhaust ventilating system. The 
ceiling bar joists which give continual space 
between also help keep the classrooms 
cool. 

Color Plan Classrooms 

Classroom color plan conforms with orienta- 
tion theories. Warm pastel tints are used 
rooms with northern exposures; cool colors 
for south rooms. 

Every classroom has its own color treatment 
that two are alike. The only uniformity 
green chalkboard placed cork bul- 
letin board background. For example, one 
room facing south has walls buff color 
contrasted against green asphalt tile flooring. 
Another has coral walls with floor orange 
bordered dark brown.

Chairs are upholstered red. 


Most striking color treatment the 
kindergarten. Here the floor red contrast 
with rose-pink walls. Pictorial tiles inserted 
the floor have 6-in. numerals and letters 
the alphabet, with here and there such 
pictorial tile designs teakettle and star. 
the walls are nursery-rhyme cutouts. Promi- 
nent features are wall toy cabinets and play- 
ground slide. 

all classrooms the light maple desks are 
movable that pupils can make best use 
available light sitting where the light 
most available. 


Entrance for Each Classroom 


Separate outside entrance well en- 
trance inside corridors provided each 
classroom, permitting quick exit emer- 
gency. The main entrance through the 
lobby. Supplementary entrances include two

Lighting provided overhead incan- 
descents with aluminum ring type fixtures 
suspended from the ceiling.

With 
natural light streaming through the win- 
dows and the reflectivity from light-colored 
walls and other surfaces, adequate, well- 
distributed level illumination furnished 
without excessive brightness. 

Toilet facilities the building are divided 
into two groups: separate areas for boys and 
girls from first fourth grades, and for fifth 
eighth graders. There are also separate 
toilet facilities for kindergarten, teachers’ 
room, principal’s office, and medical examiner. 
These lavatories have ceramic tile floors, 
yellow tile wainscoting, and plaster walls 
painted yellow.
